REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS, 


To the Members of the School Board: 


My second annual report is handed you. Like that of 
last year, it may cover the general field of work done; of 
conditions existing; of a possible hint for the days to 
come. 

The daily routine work in your schools represents 
honest endeavor in that the plan first and last is to give 
the pupils their just dues; to advance them according to 


standards set by other schools; also by the scope of work 


indicated in the Course of Study prescribed by the De- 
partment of Public Instruction. 

The teachers employed in your schools have the plans 
constantly before them. To see that such, are worked 
out in proportions just to the child is our intent and 
purpose. 

In the Colby Hill School, we have a three-room building 
where the arrangement of studies and division of labor 
seem to be exceptionally good. At the close of the school- 
year last June, we had no promotions from the eighth 
grade to the Academy. Pursuant to plans made a year 
since, a ninth grade was established. The person out- 
side the domain of school-life should know that this act 
casts no reflection upon the teacher; nor does it bring 
any criticism to the school. Towns larger than New 
London have this grade in their school-systems. A few 
New England cities have it to-day. It fills the gap be- 
tween the elementary and secondary schools which, in our 
experience, many pupils need. We may keep a pupil in 
the eighth grade two years, but to make the second one 


‘ 
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by itself, a year where his work can be rounded out, as 
it were, and added to; where his maturity can aid him 
in grasping a wider meaning of subjects; this, I believe, 
makes him a better student; yes, a better scholar at the 
high-school and academy. I feel certain that a few years 
will prove the truth of this statement; the wisdom of the 
action. 

This gives us the three grades in each room. Miss Edith 
L. Hadley, of Mascoma, a teacher of long experience, was 
secured for the upper grades. Miss Florence Pilsbury 
and Miss Florence Hodgdon continue their work in the 
intermediate and primary grades, respectively. Mrs. 
George Philbrick, who substituted for Miss Hodgdon dur- 
ing her illness, is retained to give the children of the 
lowest grades individual instruction. This method is in 
vogue in many schools. You have many small children 
excused before the close of the regular sessions. There 
are always those to whom a little private instruction would 
be of great benefit. To those who are excused early but 
must wait for the school-team, attention must be given. 
Mrs. Philbrick spends about three hours each day with 
these papils in the primary department. 

When your comparatively new school building is taken 
into consideration; when the almost ideal plan of trans- 
porting children of the out-lying districts to this school 
is considered; also the steady and painstaking effort of 
each teacher to give the best work, I say when these facts 
are considered, you surely must feel that this central- 
school is doing its best work. 

At Low Plain Miss Morgan is again teacher. As I 
stated last year, so again now: the attendance here is 
nearly perfect. Ninety-eight per cent. is a fair average. 
Miss Morgan has the faculty of securing the best from 
each pupil. If a child can, he will. If he comes to school 
regularly, he will learn. If he does the work assigned 
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i 
him, he will get all that the school has to offer. With 
these precepts, the school work is carried on. I assure 
you that the school is doing good work. 

Miss Jennie C. Harding, of Sunapee, is teaching the 
school at Elkins. The total registration is not large here. 
A feature particularly noticeable is the small number 
of girls. About three-fourths are boys. We have a ninth 
gerade there of three boys. It is our plan to keep their 
work on a par with that at Colby Hill. They are this 
year securing much to their advantage later at the 
Academy. Good steady work is being done here. My 
only criticism is in the way of attendance. I wish a 
stronger effort might be made to have the children more 
regular each day in attendance; also to be there on time. 
No school can do its best work unless the home lends 
all possible assistance to this end. Even if the pupils 
in our schools do not plan to pursue their education in the 
higher institution, so much the more important it may be 
for them to get all that is possible to-day. Many a man is 
indebted to the little school for his general education. 
More and more should the youth of this day be made to 
realize that the time to learn is now. To-morrow does 
not bring the opportunities that he could wish. 

Such is the present situation in your schools. During 
the school year ending last June, I made seventy-eight 
visits in your five schoolrooms. For this year, commencing 
September 8, I have thus far made sixty visits. My pur- 
pose has been to see that each pupil receives the attention 
due him; also the promotion his progress allows; to see 
that the schools as far as possible are doing similar work; 
to see that the teacher has the material means to do that 
work. It has been my serious purpose to keep each 
grade at its best speed. 

One not a citizen in your midst must at times be re- 
luctant to make a radical move. Not knowing special 
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eonditions, special methods are not immediately forth- 
coming. The question of promotion other than at the 
beginning of the school-year, is one demanding thorough 
knowledge of the case. One or two such have been made. 
It is my suggestion that such demands be answered slowly. 
The teacher is the best judge of the pupil’s merits. She 
ean generally best judge a child’s abilities. While the 
home may form its conclusion as to a boy’s attainments, 
oft the teacher and supervisor know better that boy’s 
potential energies as applied to his school-work. 

I believe that a great factor in edueation is a love for 
good reading. Perhaps this is the greatest means to the 
end of securing a good education. The time to inculcate 
that love is to-day. I shall continually ask you to supply 
the lower grades with good supplementary reading. I 
have visited many a home where not a book, not even a 
newspaper is visible. I have never seen a home reading- 
circle without believing that home is better for that very 
reason. In all your schools the purpose to cultivate a 
love for reading is mine. The place to plant the seeds 
is in our elementary schools where so many habits of life 
are formed. 

Such is my report of conditions. I sincerely hope that 
you may be able to maintain the present system of con- 
solidation. I believe it puts all the children in an environ- 
ment the very best for them. To the teachers whose 
patience has been extended me, I return my thanks. To 
you, members of the school board, who have supported 
me at all times, J extend my appreciation.

Your commissioners report the construction of a suitable 
building for the storage of tools and the shelter of care- 
taker; the cultivation of the land recently purchased for 
cemetery purposes; the enlargement of the area in the 
older portion of the cemetery that has been graded, and 
the improvement of numerous lots. 

We are more and more convinced that the keeping of 


the lots nearly level is a great advantage. Throughout 


the country the best cemeteries are adopting this method. 

We desire again to urge upon owners of lots the reason- 
ableness of providing for perpetual care. 

We greatly appreciate the general interest in the im- 
provement and beautifying of our cemetery. 

Two years ago your commissioners asked that a soldiers’ 
memorial fund be started for procuring a suitable monu- 
ment. To-day we all rejoice in that work accomplished. 

The form of receipt for perpetual care is appended to 
this report.

matters pertaining to the cemetery; shall appoint super- 
intendent and any other agents; shall cause a suitable 
record of all interments and transfers to be kept; shall 
report annually with other town officers.’’

REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


To the Citizens of New London: 


The trustees of the public library submit the following 
report for the year ending February 15, 1915. 

The lhbrary has been open from two to three hours each 
day, excepting Sundays and holidays, and during these 
hours the library and reading tables have been well pat- 
ronized. We wish that more of the townspeople would 
avail themselves of these privileges. On the tables are 
found nearly all of the leading magazines of the day. 
Owing to the generosity of Mrs. Tracy the trustees have 
been able to purchase a large number of books and 
magazines. We would like to emphasize this fact, for 
if it were not for this gift from one of the trustees there 
would be practically no money to spend for books, as by 
a glance at the financial statement it will be seen that the 
appropriation of $250 made by the town is nearly all used 
in the running expenses of the library. The last pay- 
ment from the Brown estate has been received, making 
a total of $823.37 received. | 

This sum is in the savings bank and when it has reached 
the amount of $1,000 the interest will be used for the 
purchase of books, wander the name of the Brown Memorial 
Fund. May we not hope that there may be other sums 
given to the hbrary to be used in a similar way? 

It may not be generally known that there was a town 
library in New London as early as 1801, and that a part 
of this original library is still preserved. 
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A safe has been purchased, so that rare and valuable 
documents which may be given to the library may be 
carefully preserved. We feel that great thanks are due 
our librarian, Miss Emma Bartlett, for her untiring de- 
votion to the library. We wish also to express appre- 
ciation for the gift of a daily paper from Mr. E. E. Adams, 
and for services rendered without pay by Mr, Edgar 
Sargent.
